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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7-9, 12, and 29-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Please see 
"Applicant's Arguments/Remarks Made in an Amendment" filed on October 30, 2007, the 
"Examiner Interview Summary Record" filed on October 12, 2007, and below. 

Claim 1 recites a storage battery comprising: main positive and negative terminals, at 
least one auxiliary terminal that is connected via a connection portion to the at least one of the 
main positive and negative terminals, a container, and a lid; wherein the lid has on its top a 
recess that has an area greater than the at least one auxiliary terminal and a closed side wall 
having an upper peripheral edge connected to a top surface of the lid, wherein said connection 
portion has a part embedded inside of the lid that extends from the at least one of the main 
positive and negative terminals embedded in the lid, and has an end protruding from the inside of 
the lid to the inside of the recess, and wherein the at least one auxiliary terminal is located at the 
protruding end. 

The phrase "a closed side wall" is interpreted to mean a complete wall that has no 
openings, that is, it forms a complete surrounding. To clarify, if the wall is flat (non-circular), it 
must consist of at least 3 sides so that it can form a complete enclosure. If it is circular, it must 
still form a complete enclosure but would inherently do so due to its shape. 

The prior art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
modify the art in such a manner.
